tajbe delivered. is, that if the scller should have, been guilty of a 
fraud, (such as selling seed of a different growth or age from 
what is expressed in the certificate) he may thereby be the 
more easily convicted. No buyer, therefore, should accept of 
Lintseed without receiving a certificate in the aforesaid terms, 
subscribed by the seller.

% The chief hope of accomplifling this deGign has 
refted on the propagation of thefe deftructive principles, 
which Griginally produced the French revolution, and 
the moft cffectual engine employed for this purpole has 
been thé inftitution of political focieties of a nature 
before unknown in any country, and iacontltent with 
public tranquility aod with the exiftence of regular Go- 
verament. “Ube utmolt diligence is {till employed in 
endeavouring, act only to fultain and revive thofe fo- 
cieties, but to extend their correfpondence to every 
part of the kingdom, to Ireland, to France, and to 
thofe. places on the Continent where French emirlaries 
are eftablifhed ; and to inititute new focieties precilely 
on the fame plan, and directed by the fame object as 
thofe whofe influence in Ireland has produced fuch per- 
nicious ‘and formidable effects. A continued inter- 
courfe has been .kep: up from their firlt origin to the 
prefent moment 5 fometimes between the focieties them- 
felves, fometimes between their leading members, and 
a frequent communication has been kept up with the 
Government of France, to which they appear to look 
as their protector and all 

The Committee then proceed to give an hiftorical 
view of the nature and fyftem of United Irifhmen as 
fully eltablithed in Ireland, and which they develope 
from its commencement. : im 

The fecond fedtion gives an account of the :nftitu- 
tion of United Irithmea in .1791, ahd the rife of the 
different focieties in Great Britaia. 

The third feétion is an ‘account of the firft open at- 
tempt in Scotland—The Scots Convention met in De- 
cember 17923 it met again in April1793, and again 
in O&ober 1793, when delegates from Ireland attended.

the arrefts, and fufpenfion of the T'Tabeas Corpus atts 
iv ee of thefe feditiows proceedings, and the 
trials OF Hardy,’ &c. in November r794, and of Red- 
bead..in Joly 1795-9 , ; 

Seétion ’5. {tates the further proceedings, fubfequent 


Houfe.—The attack updii his Majefty’s perfon on the 
firlt-day'of the'feilion, when a {tone was flung at the 
tate’ cattiage, is afcribed to the influence of thefe prin- 
ciples, and to the operation of thefe libels and meet- 
ings. The’ attempts of the feditious are reprefented 
to have,received a powerful’ check from the treafon and 
{edition bills paiied in the end of 1796. 

They next notice- the fappreffion of the: feditious 
leétures, the toleration of which was a dilgrace to the 
metropolis, and the .meafures taken to evade the a‘ts 
againit treafon and fedition.—By the. arrelt of J, Bincs 
and J. Gale Jones at Birmingham, in March 1796; a 
check was a fecond time given to the progrefs of fedition 
and treafon, and immediate danger adverted, but the 
attempts to poifon the minds of the lower orders of the , 
people"was- purfued with unabating perfeverance. Its 
influence extended to the fleet, and produced the navaj 
mutiny ia April 1797. ‘The perfons principally en. 
gaged init were’ United Irifhhmen.—* The mutineers ¥ 
(fay the Conimittee) “ were bound: by fecret oaths: to 
the perpetration of the greateft ‘crimes. An attempt 
was made ‘to ‘give to the fhips in mutiny the name of 
The Floating Republic, and this attempt was eounte- 
nanced both by papets publifhed in France, and bya 
paper here called the Courier, which has on many oc- 
calions appeared almolt equally devoted to the French 
caufe.”” ‘Fhe Committee proceed-to detail the objects 
of the mutineérs, and to’notice the various attempts 
fince to feduce both foldiers and failors from their duty ; 
in confequence of which were pafled the ads againit 
the feduétion of troops, and againit unlawful oaths. 
~ In Seétion 6th the Committee proceeds to pive a hifto- 
rical view of the progrefs of the Society of the United 
Irifhmen in Ireland till the period of the Rebellion ; its 
intercourfe with France, and with leading members of 
focietics in this country. ‘The treafonable correfpon- 
dence of Jackfon in 1794, the projects of invafion con- 
certed between Lord Edward Fitzgerald, O*Connor and 
General Hoche in 1796, the milion of Lewins. and 
M‘Nevin in 1797, &c. are recapitulated as they appear 
in the Reports of the Secret Committees of the Irith 
Houfes of Parliament. It is then {tated that a connec- 
tion fubfifted between the Irith focieties and new focie- 
ties in Great Britain, formed on the fame plan with 
themfelves. Arthur O*Connor was the medium of this 
correipondence. O‘Coigley likewife afhifted in that cor- 
refpondence. The Addrefs from the United Britons, 
and Correfponding Society to the United Irith, is re- 
ferred to in confirmation of thefe points. The part which 
O'Coigley acted in promoting the purpofes of treafon 
and confpiracy in conjun@ion with France are detailed. 
Arthur O'Connor, when arrelted in February 1798, 
was going to France in the confidence that when there, 
he fhould be confidered and received as an accredited 
agent of the remaining members of the Lrith Directory, 
who were then diffatisiied with the condué of Lewins. 

in Section 7th, the Committee explains the further 
intercourfe between the. United Irifhmen, the French 
Government, and the Britith focieties; the formation 
of new focieties and. their proceedings at their meetings, 
particularly at Furniyal’s Ina Cellar. When O*Connor 
aod O*Coigley. attended previous to their arreft, one of 
the plans propofed was, that of a general infurreétion, 
both in the capital and the country at the fame time, the 
objects of which were to feize or affaflinate his Majefty, 
the Royal Family, and many of the members of both 
Houfes of Parliament. They. were «to be headed by a 
perfon of fome experience in his Majelty’s fervice. The 
apprehenfion that their force was inadequate for fuch an 
attempt deterred them from its execution at that time, 
though they had fanguine hopes that things were nearly 
ripe for meafures of opea violence. 

Societies of United Englithmen were formed, in 
which O’Coigley and Binns took a leading part. The 
perfons arrefted laft April in Clerkenwell, at Craven 
Houfe, Wych Street, were affembled in focietics of 
this nature. They had organized themfelves into divi- 
fions, diftri&ts, &c.. which correfponded mutually.— 
Tne London Correfponding Society was. clearly con- 
nected with this. new denomination of treafon.. The 
principal progrefs in the defign had been made in Lon- 
don and the neighbourhood of Lancathire, fome parts 
of the weit of England and Wales, more immediately 
communicating with Ireland, and in which were Irifa 
refugees. At Manchetter, Liverpool, &c. there were 
focieties of this defcription, which were greatly check- 
ed by the arreft of their leaders. The fociety of Man- 
shefter had been deeply engaged in attempts to feduce 





his Majelty’s forces, but happily with little fuceefs— 
The whole was governed by a fet of men fliling them.

The Committee thinks there can be but little doubt that 
the objects of O’Coigley, who had frequent meetings 
with thefe focieties, were known to thofe at Manchef- 
ter and its neighbourhood, and that they expected af- 
fiftance from France. ; ’ f 

The hiltory of the focieties of United Scotfinen is 
piven. ‘{hey were formed on the model of the Irith. 
From April 1797, thefe attempts had confiderable fuc- 
cefs in the neighbourhood of Glafgow, the counties .of 
Renfrew, Lanark, Fife, Dumbarton, and Perth, till 
the arre(t and conviction of Mealmaker for fedition.— 
The focieties in Scotland were reduced to a fyitem near- 
ly as complete as thofe in Lreland—A particular detail 
of their modes of election, &c. is given. ‘They had 
communications with the focieties in England, but it 
appears that on the ruins of the eltablifhed Government 
three feparate Republics were intended. 

The Committee then ftates the proceedings of the 
United Icifhmen io the aavy, and, from the ficquent 
attenapts at mutiny, and detected deligns to carry ships 
into enemies ports, murder officers, &c. infers that 
thefe proceedings originated in the defigns profecuted on 
fhore. Same of the mutinects were conne&ed with 
Correfponding Societies at Nottingham. 

Meanwhile, the Societies of United: Irifhmen ia 
London have been pitofecuting theirdefigns ; and, whe- 
ther confidered with a view to their combination, their 
aétual numbers, or the atrocious nature..of the defigns 
they are preparing to exectte! in. co-operation with; 
France, are by far'the moft formidable. . 'Thefe focieties 
Have’ likewife been inftituted im different parts. of: the 
country... In thé Appendix are inferted forms and cer- 
tificates of admiflion.. Thefe relate both to a London, 
and what is called, an “ External’? Societys ,, The 
views they entertain at this .momient, and their fanguine 
hopes of fuccéfs, are’ proved by an inflammatory and 
treafonable paper gecently found at one of their meet- 
ings. ‘This-paper is, in the Appendix. It is an Ad- 
drefs to ‘the People of Ireland, and directly animates 
and incites them ‘to rébellion. “Accounts of the num- 
bers of thefe focieties have been received, probably ex- 
aggerated. Many of the lower clafies here have been 
feduced to become members, and the moit aétive are 
refugee rebels from Ireland. ‘‘ They appear to be un 
der the direction of fome perfons of a higher clafs, who 
fometimes furnith pecuniary aid, ard form the commit- 
tee, by means of which a conltant correfpondence is 
carried on through Hamburgh with France.” 

«¢ Among’ thefe plans there is good reafon to believe 
that early in 1798, it was ferioufly im agitation among 
the confpirators in Ireland, to convey, in fmall veffels 
from Ireland to England, a great number of United 
‘Trifhmen ; and to land them gn different parts of the 
¢oa‘t, with initruétions to- divide themfelves into {mall 
bodies, and to endeavour to make their way to the capi- 
tal in the manner leaft liable to fufpicion, under the dif- 
guife of thofé trades and occupations in which the I- 
rifh, commonly reforting hither, are principally engaged. 
Their object is reprefented to have been that of co-oper- 
ating with the Correfponding Society, in effeSting an 
infurreétion in’ London, at the time of the rebellion 
breaking out in Ireland, for the putpofe of diftracting 
the military force, and preventing reinforcements be-, 
ing fentito that country ; and the plan is faid to have 
failed from the Corteiponding Society thrinking from 
the execution of it. About the fame period, another 
project was fecretly formed (of which your Committee 
have received more diftin& information) for colleding 
at one point, a chofen body of the molt determined 
from among the United Irith employed on the River 
Thames, to whoma new oath of fecrecy, obedience, 
and fidelity was to be adminiftered. Large rewards 
were to be promifed. They were to be kept wholly ig- 
norant of the precife fervice they were intended to per- 
form, till the moment of its execution, which was to 
take place as foon as an attack on fome part of the 
coaftwas announced on the part of the French. They 
were then to be privatately armed wi,h daggers, to be 
put under leaders of known talents and courage, and 
formed into three divifions, and were to make an at- 
tack by furprife, at the fame moment, on both Houfes 
of Parliament, on the Tower, and on the Bank. 

** The intelligence obtained from time to time by 
Government, reipecting the proceedings and plans of 
the confpirators, the feizure and detention of fome of 
the intended leaders, and perhaps the timidity or re- 
luctance of fome of the parties concerned, prevented any 
open attempt to.realife thefe extravagant defigns, when 
they were tir{t in contemplation,” 

It feems too that attempts are now in agitation by 
agents from Ireland to ftir up a freth and general infur- 
rection in Ireland, combined with a French inyafion. 
—It feems to be intended at the fame time to attempt 
a diverfion by another French force on different parts 
of this kingdom, The mode of warfare then to 
be employed, thay of ravage and deftruétion, appears 
from the in{truétions to Tate, and thofe to Humbert who 
feems to have been deftined to command an expedition 
againit Cornwall, or the neighbourhood of Plymouth, 
&c. Infurre€tions in the metropolis were likewife part 
of the plan. 

In fection 8, the Committee proceeds to explain the 
nature of the focieties eftablifhed at Hamburgh, with a 
view to the projects above ftated. A Committee of 
United Lrifhmen is eftablifhed there, and is the centre 
of communication between the focieties here and 
France. “ This cotrefpondence with Great Britain 
and Ireland has frequently been covered by the prefence 
of commercial tranfactions, or of communicating in- 
telligence for the publi newfpapers.”” 

There has been eftablifhed at Hamburgh and Altona 
(the refort of the difaffeCted of all countries, and of 
Scots, Englifh, and Irish emiffaries) a fociety called 
the Philanthropic Society, for the purpofe of corref 
pondence with the republicans of all countries, upon 
the plan of the Englith and Irith Correfponding Socie- 
ties. ‘The leading Members, who compofe a Com- 
mittee, are about twenty perfons, Britih, French, 
Dutch, and Germans. The Members of the fubor- 
dinate focieties at Hamburgh and Altona are all under 
the controul of this Committee. This Committee, 
which might he a formidable engine in the hands of the 
French DireSory, appears ta be making coaGderable |
